Washington.—President Wilson ap- 


pealed to the country's business Intar- 
~asts to put aside every selfish con- 
sideration and to giva their aid to tha 
nation as freely aa thoss who go out to 
offer their livsa oa the battlefield, 
__, In a statement addras-aed to the coal 
operators and manufacturers he gave 
assurance that just prices will be paid 
by the Government and the public dur- 
ing tha war, but warned that no at- 
tempt to extort unusual profits will 
be tolerated. 


"Your ..patriotism," aaid the Presi- 


dent's appeal, "is of the same aelf< 
denying stuff aa tha patriotism of the 
men dead and maimed on the fields of 
France, or it is no patriotism "at all. 
Let us never speak, then, of profits 
and patriotism in the same sentence. 


"I shall expect every man who Is 


not a slacker to ba at my side through- 
out this great enterprise. In it no man. 
can -win honor who thinks of him- 
self." 


The President declared there must 


be but one price for the Government 
and the public. 
He expressed con- 


fidence that business generally will be 
found loyal to the last degree, and that 
the problem of wartime prices, which, 
he declared, will "mean victory or de- 
feat," will _be solved rightly through 
patriotic co-operation. 


In unmeasured terms, iowever, Mr. 


JtVilSon condemned the shipowners of 
the country for_maintaining a schedule 
of ocean freight rates which has placed 
"almost insuperablevobstacles" in the 
path of the Government. 


Coal production and other inductrles 


| for whose products the Government 
has negotiated price agreements are 
not taken up in detail by the Presi- 
dent, his appeal dealing only with the 
general principles Involved in the de- 
termination of war prices.

Made on Clover. 


In tests made by the Ohio station 


three lots of pigs were fed 30 days 
as follows: Lot 1, ear corn and clov- 
er pasture; lot 2, allowed to hog down 
rye, and lot 3, ear -corn and rape pas- 
ture. In addition all lots were fed 
approximately 
one-fourth "pound of 


tankage daily per pig. The respective 
lots made average dally gains of 0.82, 
0.57 and 0.75 pounds per pig, and con- 
sumed, aside from pasture, :2U6, 6.34, 
and 2.91 pounds of feed per pound of 
gain. Lot 2 was then put in with lot 
1 on clover and lot 3 remained on the 
rape, where the pigs were fed for 26 
days. The pig« on clover made an av- 
erage daily gain per pig of 0.75 pounds, 
consuming 3.64 pounds of feed" aside 
from pasture per pound of gain, and 
the"" lot on clover, 0.87 pounds gain, 
consuming 3.16 pounds of feed per 
pound of gain.

Thomas E. Wilson, the Chicago 


packer.has' written /-an article for ,,'U'jj 
American Magazine in which he gives 
some of the experience he has had as 
head of large companies. He says in 
the August issue:

fire" a man than to hire him. To xe- 
fuse to employ a man probably does 
him no great harm, but "to discharge 
him may leave a permanent imprint 
on his character.

Last week's lesson was a great pic- 


ture of the reform of the nation: To1 
day we have another picture which 
needs to be carefully jaut before the 
children. It is «. national picture of-a 
ruler and the invasion of "his Country. 
In reality it reveals the principles 
which are the same today, and which 
affect the lives of boys and girls as- 
well as men; the dangers, temptations, 
the need of prayer, the^ieed of a life 
of faith In God, the cafre of a heavenly 
father, deliverance and victory. It is 
a great thing for any nation or any 
individual to have such a marvelous 
experience of God's salvation. -It oc- 
curred probably B. .p. "701, the latter 
part of Hezekiah's reign. Assyria-on 
the north was enlarging its borders 
and seeking to-overcome Judea. Head 
parallel accounts in n Kings 18; n 
Chron. 32 and Isa. 36:37. We have on 
the Taylor cylinder an account by Sen- 
nacherib of the victory over Hezekiah, 
'found-In Nineveh in 1830 and now in 
the British museum., 


I. The Situation. "When the great 


Sargon died at Nineveh,- the Syrian 
governments sought to,assert their in- 
dependence. It was a-^good time-for 
Hezekiah also to assert his independ- 
ence. Accordingly they refused to pay 
the customary tribute to Assyria. For 
a time Sennacherib was too- busy at- 
tending to other portions of the em- 
pire to pay much attention to the city 
of Jerusalem. X.a"ter7however, he,sub- 
dned the cities on-tne coast and threat-. 
-ened'Egypfr itself. 
" 


II. THe Supplication fw. 20-22V 


God ^oes things Because vre pray. 
There was more power_. in Hezekiah's 
prayer than there was in his army. 
Through his prayers he laid 185,"000 
of his enemies In the grave. Hezekiah's 
God saved his -people "out of the hand 
of Sennacherib (v. 19), Goddidjt. One 
great reason why he heard Hezekiah's 
prayer was because it was. for God's 
own glory that Hezekiah asked (v. 19). 
One great reason why so many of our 
prayers are not answered is because 
they are selfish—seeking our- -own 
gratification and not God's -honor 
(James 4:3 B. V.). 
Bending his 


clothes and putting on sackcloth, He- 
zekiah went to "the house of God while 
his messengers sought out the prophet 
Isaiah.. From n Chron.~32:20 we;find, 
that Isaiah .Joined with Hezekiah In 
his earnest prayer (Matt. 18:19, .20), 
thus the king and prophet worked as 
well "as prayed. They showed their 
faith by their work (James 2:17, 18)* 
At the same time they waited .upon 
God for .an answer, not because God 
was unwilling to bestow good .things, 
or must be importuned, but that His 
gifts may bring the greater benefit. 
He sometimes... delays his answer, 
thereby fitting us to receive them be- 
cause of the intensity of .our desire 
and to appreciate the things he has 
to bestow. God is as ready to say to 
us as to Hezekiah, "Thy prayer Is 
•heard," if we will not meet the condi- 
tions of prevailing prayer (I John 
3:22; I John 5:14; Bom. 8:26.27). 


III. God's Glorious Deliverance (w. 


23-37). God permitted'the Assyrians 
to attack and they thus imaginedrthey 
were having their own will, and could 
do as they pleased, but when his "rod" 
had done its work, .they found the dif- 
ference. The God against whom they 
raved guided them'as with a~ "bridle" 
and turned them back to Assyria. Sen- 
nacherib considered himself more than 
a match for God (Ch. 18:23-25) but 
had to return like a conquered beast 
of_ burden with,God's "hook" in his 
nose and bridle on his lips. God al- 
lows the enemies'of his people to go a 
certain length in order that his people 
may be humbled and seek him. Then 
he puts forth his hand and says, "This 
far and no further." Jehovah gives us 
the same promise he gave Hezekiah, 
"I will defend this city." Is not the 
city of Jerusalem that-Sod defends 
more safe-than a city defended by an 
army? (Psa". 46:5, 6; 27:1). God had 
promised David that his ^kingdom 
should not perish, for In it lay the 
hope- of the world and his plans for 
the redemption of mankind. Not be- 
cause of the people did God defend the 
city, but because of his oath. This is 
a most dramatic picture, the mys- 
terious destruction of the Assyrian 
army (vv. 35, 36). The Lord sent his 
angel, literally his "messenger," who 
applied his own plan for the accom- 
plishment of his purpose. 


There is a sort of va grim irony in 


the ending of Sennacherib's career. He 
>wht> had so defiantly asked, "Wiio are 
they among nil the gods of the country 
that-have delivered their country out 
of mine hand," is led back to the house 
of his own god whom he imagines to 
1»e so potent to worship and in that 
very presence is slain 'oy th.e hands of 
one of his own sons. The importance 
of this event is shown by the fact that 
it Is referred to in three books of the 
Bible and probably referred to ^anoth- 
er, occupying seven or eight chapters, 
besides being recorded on the great 
cylinder to which reference is made.

A sow Is a- good Investment. This 


Is true even in these strenuous times 
of high prices of food concentrates. 
The quotations on these feeds are con- 
trolled to a considerable extent by the 
price at which meat animals sell. 
Hence concentrates usually command 
a high price when hogs on the hoof 
at large packing centers sell at more

than 16 cents per pound. However, 
record prices for swine as well as 
feed concentrates have been a great 
incentive to farmers to "cash In" all 
the hops available. That many sows 
have been included is evident from the 
fact that bureau of crop estimates 
-reports approximately three per cent 
fewer sows on farms in the United 
States than a year ago. Further, this 
Is the first year the supply has not in- 
creased since 1913. 


Breeding sows are at a premium 


and the demand for young stock is 
anprecedented. The hog buyers state 
in their reports that they are com- 
pelled to take anything that looks like 
a hog. The fluctuation in the number 
of hogs in the United States is subject 
largely to the fluctuations in the finan- 
cial condition of the country. 
The 


high, prices paid for hogs are a big 
inducement to farmers to market their 
hogs, the high prices of corn caused 
1 them to cut loose during the latter 


part of the year. The high prices paid 
for hogs and an increasing export trade 
arejihe two main factors which make 
the hog business especially attractive 
at the present time. Millions of farm- 
ers would purchase sows to farrow this 
coming season if they could, but this 
Is almost an impossibility.

twice daily, others once a day. 


Sore'mouth is contagious. To pre- 


vent its spread dip the heacls of the 
pigs in the, same solution. Clean up 
the pens and disinfect them with some 
good commercial disinfectant. Do not 
put fresh litters in a pen once used 
for infected pigs unless it has been 
well-cleaned.
